Sonia is expecting a crowd 
of family, friends and sup¬ 
porters to arrive early in the 
morning. The event will fea¬ 
ture music and a visit from 
Fluffy the Clown. 

Last year's event featured 
more than 50 participants, 
and in previous years, more 
than 75 individuals joined 
the walk. 

The inaugural event, 
which has collected about 
$20,000 for the Spina Bifida 
and Hydrocephalus 
Association of Ontario since 
it began, was organized five 
years ago to raise awareness 
for the condition Sonia’s 
daughter Saffron has. 

Spina Bifida is a condi¬ 
tion occurs during the first 
four weeks of pregnancy. A 
child is born with the condi¬ 
tion when the spinal column 
doesn’t develop properly, 
causing varying degrees of 
permanent damage to a 
baby's spinal cord and ner¬ 
vous system. 

The 3 km route begins at 
the Cotes' home at 148 
Gorham Rd. in Ridgeway on 
Saturday and continues to 
Safron’s grandmother's 
house in downtown 
Ridgeway and back. 

It’s the same route Sonia 
said she would walk with 
her children to visit their 
grandmother when they 
were younger. 

Saffron, or Saffi as her 
friends and family know her, 
has beaten the odds. 

"She has a severe form of

Spina Bifida. They didn’t 
think she would walk, but 
she has dodged all of the 
challenges she’s faced,” 
Sonia said. 

Saffi is able to walk full¬ 
time and her wheelchair, 
which she used when she 
was younger, now sits and 
“collects dust.” 

“(Saffi) is 99% normal girl 
with legs that don’t cooper¬ 


ate some of the time,” Sonia 
said about her eight-year- 
old daughter. 

June is Spina Bifida 
Awareness Month and the 
walk originally began as a 
way to educate the commu¬ 
nity about the condition. 

“No body knows what it 
is,” Sonia said. 

“We wanted to put it out 
there so Saffi wouldn’t have 


to answer so many ques- 

Now as Saffi and her sis¬ 
ter Piper become more 
involved in the community 
through their school, and 
extracurricular activities, 
Sonia said her children’s 
friends get involved in Saffi’s 
walk. 

Saffi also organized a 
Spina Bifida Awareness Day 


at school, Tuesday, which 
saw all the students at 
Stevensville Public School 
wear green, the colour that 
represents the condition, in 
honour of Saffi. 

“It’s amazing to see (Saffi) 
is starting to branch off into 
her own school communi¬ 
ty," Sonia said.

Leading up to this election, 
advance polls were down 6% 
over the last election. Does 
that mean more voters are 
waiting until the last minute to 
make up their minds, or does 
it mean an even poorer show¬ 
ing at the polls? 

than the usual discontent, 
more disenchantment with 
politics in general and with all 
parties this election, so it 
seems likely the voter turnout 

than in 2011, which saw a 
record low of 48%. 

To those who feel marginal¬ 
ized, there is a solution. This is 
not an encouragement to spoil 
or decline a ballot It’s a plea to 
get out to the polls and vote, 
for somebody, if possible, or 
for nobody, if that’s all you can 

It’s telling that there is talk 


even at the leaders’ debate on 
TV, of declining a ballot, but 
are voters clear on what that 
means, or how to go about 
it?We all know how to spoil a 
ballot. 

The problem is, it gets 
counted the same as a ballot 
where a genuine error has 
been made. It makes no politi¬ 
cal statement, so really is a 

If you want your vote to be 
recorded as a protest against 
your choices, you must decline 
your ballot. 

ballot and hand it back. 
Accordingto Elections Ontario, 
the deputy returning officer 
will immediately write the 
word ‘declined’ upon the back 
of the ballot and preserve it to 
be returned to die returning 
officer. An entry will be made 
in the poll record that the elec¬ 
tor declined to vote. That 
means you are publicly refus¬ 
ing to vote. It doesn’t happen 


in the seclusion of the voting 
booth, it is out in the open. It 
may go against the grain for 
those who believe in the pri¬ 
vacy of marking a ballot, but it 
is the only way to actually pro¬ 
test, and presumably, if you 
feel that strongly, you won’t 
mind others knowing. 

We are not counselling peo¬ 
ple not to vote. The much better 
decision is to research the poli¬ 
cies of all parties and vote for the 
one you believe will do the most 
good for the province of Ontario 
overthe next fouryears. Because 
if you decline your ballot, one 
party will still be elected and 
form a government, and you 
will have had no say as to which 
one that will be. But if you are 
truly so disillusioned that you 
can’t bring yourself to support 
any candidate or the party they 
represent, declining a vote is an 
option that will be recorded as 

Not a great option, but bet¬ 
ter than sitting at home and 
doing nothing.

In our firstyear as a coach¬ 
ing unit, we molded a team 
of competitive, competent, 
eager young athletes into a 
championship team. 

John handled the back- 
fielders and Dick set up the 
offensive and defensive line¬ 
men and backers. This team 
of coaches refined their 
strategies to effectively 
direct RCBHS to win anoth¬ 
er championship the follow¬ 
ing year, and then again 
three years later. 

The coaches didn’t win 
the games, nor the champi¬ 
onships.

‘A sea of Skunk Cabbages’ can be found near entrance to Marcy Woods 


Unbelievable for his old 
nature lover. 

As many of you know I have 
highlighted Marcy Woods in 
my articles over the years. 

Last month, thanks to Rick 
Doan, I had a great surprise 
but not in Marcy Woods. 

We drove down Halloway 
Bay Road south to Marcy Lane 
and the entrance to Marcy 
Woods but before we got there 
Rick turned right after the 
drainage ditch. He was enter¬ 
ing the Port Colbome side. 

I had never entered tbis road 

Almost as far as the eye 
could see was a sea of Skunk 
Cabbages. Unbelievable! 

I grew up with Skunk

Cabbages. It was as a 10 year 
-old with Bert Miller on the 
sand dunes in front of Marcy 
Woods. It was late spring but 
snow was still in the vales. Bert 
stopped and asked brother Ed 
and I what we saw. Ed said the 
snow around the several plants 


sticking up through the snow. 

Ed said, the snow had melt¬ 
ed around each plant. Bert 
confirmed that Ed was right 
Bert then took his pen knife 
and sliced a small piece of the 
leaf. “Smell it." 

It was a strong odour hence 
the name, Skunk Cabbage. For 
many years I have repeated 
Bert Miller’s introduction to 
this unusual plant to nature 
lovers. 

Bert told us this earliest of 
our spring plants has an early 
start by producing internal 
heat hence melting the snow 
and getting a head start on 
attracting insects. 

Now here in April, Ed and I 
drove out to Marcy Woods. On 


our right, we could see the 
increasing growth of the Skunk 
Cabbages. Daughter Allison 
would help me check outthese 
plants over late winter and 
early spring months that grew 
on the Fort Erie side of the 
drainage ditch. After the Rick 
Doan revelation Allison, grand 
daughter Kara and I entered 
the west road into the Port 
Colbome side. 

We marvelled at what he 
saw. We drove a few hundred 
feet and on our right the unbe¬ 
lievable seaofSkunkCabbages. 
I believe that these plants have 
the largest leafs of our indige¬ 
nous Ontario plants. 

The growth on the tree are 
called Horse’s Hoof. We had a 


similar one on the Lower Trail 
but last year it fell to the 
ground. 

I would often stop there and 
tell them a story about the 
fungi there. Years ago the late 
Bert Miller introduced us to 
Horse’s Hoof fungi. Bert using 
his pen knife scraped a large 
amount of the dried fungus on 
a piece of bark. 

He then took a match to the 
substance. It did not catch on 
Are but it glowed. Bert said, 
“Do you know about punk 
sticks?” Of course we did. Back 
then you would take a punk 
stick and light the end. It would 
glow steadily allowing to easily 
light all your Are works. Bert 
gave a scientiAc name for the 


Horse's Hoof material and 
said, “Same thing as found in 
the punk stick.” Be curious in 
nature in 2014.

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Candidates discuss Fort Erie Race Rack, jobs and education

The top concerns for Fort 
Erie residents in the June 12 
provincial election include 
the future of the racetrack, 
jobs, education and bringing 
the GO train service to 
Niagara. 

Four candidates vying to 
win the Niagara Falls riding 
in the election addressed 
these issues before a crowd 
of about 150 people at the 
Fort Erie Race Track's club¬ 
house last Wednesday eve¬ 
ning. 

The candidates included 
Green Party representative 
ClarkeBitter,NewDemocratic 
Party incumbent Wayne 
Gates, Progressive 

Conservative candidate Bart 
Maves and Liberal represen¬ 
tative Lionel Tupman. 

The debate, which was 
sponsored by the Greater 
Fort Erie Chamber of 
Commerce, gave the candi¬ 
dates an opportunity to 
answer questions that were 
submitted in writing by 
chamber members and the 

Maves said “something 
that needs to be worked on" 
is the province’s 12.5 billion 

The NDP and Liberals, 
Maves said, offer up promises 
they can’t sustain. 

A crowd of PC supporters 
applauded when Maves 
spoke about his party’s record 
during their eight years gov¬ 
erning the province. The PCs, 
Maves said, were able to bal¬ 


ance the budget, and create 
more than 1 million jobs dur¬ 
ing that time. 

Maves also promised lower 
hydro rates and "less red tape 
and more bureaucracy.” If 
elected, he said his party 
would put an end to the 
Ontario College of Trades, 
the Local Health Integration 
Networks and scrap the Drive 
Clean program. 

Maves told the crowd he 
had a “warm spot” in his 
heart for Fort Erie. 

'Tve been coming to the 
Fort Erie Race Track since I 
was 10. The track is part of 
the fabric of Fort Erie and I 
will do everything in my 
power to protect it.” 

He slammed the NDP for 
supporting Liberal policies 
including gaming legislation. 
Maves said his party was the 
only one that voted against 
removing the slots-at-the- 
racetrack program, which 
gave the racetrack a grim 

All the candidates agreed 
the slots-at-racetrack pro¬ 
grams should be reinstated. 
But unlike other parties, 
Bitter said the Green Party 
"actually has a plan” to bring 
back the slots-at-racetrack 
program to help sustain 
horse racing in Fort Erie. 

“The Fort Erie Live Racing 
Consortium should run it 
(the program), not the OLG,” 
he said. 

The Green Party candidate, 
who works as a chef at the 
racetrack and is a husband 
and a father, “understands” 
the hardships Niagara resi¬ 


dents face. 

The Green Party likely 
won’t form a government but 
Bitter asked voters to give 
him an opportunity to be 
their “voice of reason” and 
fight for the people in the 
Niagara Falls riding. 

He suggested that both the 
Catholic and public school 
boards amalgamate into one. 
At 1.6 million a year in sav¬ 
ings, the money could be 
used hire more teachers and 
support staff to work in 
schools, fund GO train ser¬ 
vice in Niagara and help 
other projects move forward. 

Gates “felt honoured" to 
represent “the people of Fort 
Erie, Stevensville, Crystal 
Beach, Ridgeway and the sur¬ 
rounding area.” 

“I’ve fought for jobs, Tve 
fought to keep schools open 
and I’ve fought for the com¬ 
munity,” Gates said. 

“I’m asking for the oppor¬ 
tunity to continue because I 
am just getting started.” 

If re-elected, Gates said he 
would continue to fight for 
the Fort Erie Race Track, 
which “cannot sustain itself” 
on 37 race dates. 

“My party has and will 
continue to fight for j obs here 
(in Fort Erie).” 

The Fort Erie Race Track is 
a major job provider, he said. 

He said jobs should be cre¬ 
ated by using local people to 
build the new hospital 
planned in Niagara Falls. 

“Why not buy local? What’s 
wrong with buying local? 
Buying Ontario? We should 
hire local people.” 


Gates said his party 
believes in providing a tax 
credit for new jobs that are 
created and ensuring eco¬ 
nomic stability for Fort Erie. 

Niagara-on-the-Lake 
native Lionel Tupman, and a 
practicing lawyer in Toronto, 
is the Liberal party’s newest 
representative. He was tossed 
into the hot seat when he was 
criticized for his party’s his¬ 
tory with the difficulties of 
the Fort Erie Race Track, the 
loss of the slots and manu¬ 
facturing jobs in Niagara. 

Although he said he 
respected Gates, Tupman 
said the NDP won’t form the 
government and a vote for 
the NDP party would mean a 
vote for the PCs. 


After success covering the 
Niagara Falls provincial by- 
election live on Feb. 13, the St. 
Catharines Standard, Welland 
Tribune and Niagara Falls 
Review are doing it again. 

Today Niagara’s three daily 
newspapers will feature a live 
web broadcast as the Ontario 
election results come in. 

“All media outlets are look¬ 
ing for new and interesting 
ways to get information out,” 
said Peter Conradi, editor-in- 
chief of The Standard. "We’ve 
adopted livestreaming in a 
big way and done very well at 
it." 

He said with the increased 
technical savvy in the lives¬ 
treaming centre at The 


"It’s a race between the 
PCs and the Liberals,” 
Tupman said. 

Tupman, who at 26 is the 
youngest candidate, said his 
experience as a lawyer would 
be beneficial to Fort Erie resi¬ 
dents. All of the candidates 
agreed it is important to sup¬ 
port the construction of the 
Canadian Motor Speedway 
in Fort Erie but if the com¬ 
munity wants to see the 
speedway built in Fort Erie, 
the new MPP needs to put 
pressure on the government 
for necessary improvements 
to the Queen Elizabeth Way 
and the adjacent road to the 
proposed site for the speed- 

Tupman said he could help 


Standard and with more 
informed journalists than 
anywhere in Niagara, “we’re 
going to be the place to go for 
election information 
(tonight)."

The Niagara Regional 
Police had "no major prob¬ 
lems” during Beach Day on 
Friday according to Fort Erie 
Staff Sgt. Stephen Tchang.

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Niagara Falls residents share struggle with autism

Life hasn't been easy for 
Jeff Foreman. 

The 36-year-old Niagara 
Falls resident was diagnosed 
with Asperger's syndrome 
when he was 16 years old. 

Jeff and his family have 
faced many challenges 
before and even after he was 
diagnosed with the condi¬ 
tion at the age of 16. 

“The first time I noticed 
something wonky was when 
he was six weeks old,” said 
mom Beverly Foreman. 

When Jeff was a child 
growing up in Montreal, very 
litde was known about 
autism. 

When Jeff’s doctors 
couldn’tfind anything wrong 
thing him, they said Beverly 
was “neurotic” and wanted 
something to be wrong with 

“When he was finally diag¬ 
nosed, it was a huge relief. It 
was a good feeling to finally 
have someone take us seri¬ 
ously,” Beverly said. 

Before having a diagnosis, 
Beverly said her son would 


become angry and throw 
objects or even punch holes 
in the wall. When Jeff learned 
he had autism, he under¬ 
stood his feelings and man¬ 
aged to learn his own way of 
dealing with autism 

“After he was diagnosed, 
there were no more Swiss 
cheese holes in the wall.” 

Most importantly, having 
a diagnosis allowed Jeff to 
realize he was a good per- 

S0 “Jeff said to me 'I’m not a 
bad kid, I'm not a bad per¬ 
son. It’s just what this thing is 
(autism) I’m living with,” 
Beverly said. 

Having a diagnosis eased 
Jeff’s mind, but he still strug¬ 
gled in school. He also has 
trouble finding employment 
because he said some people 
“can’t look beyond” his dis- 

A1 though Jeff may require 
more training, and more 
patience and understanding, 
he said he is capable of doing 
the same jobs other people 
do. 

Jeff has a goal to help peo¬ 
ple facing autism today find 
hope and inspiration. 


On Saturday, Jeff shared 
his story of facing autism at 
the Fort Erie Public Library’s 
Centennial branch in Fort 


Erie. 

It was one of many discus¬ 
sions Jeff has given. He tries 
to speak to as many people 


as possible to raise aware¬ 
ness for people diagnosed 
with autism. He will continue 
his "life-long battle” to end 
stereotypes associated with 
the autism. 

“I’m like a dog with a bone 
and I won’t stop until I get 
what I want," Jeff said about 
his mission to raise aware¬ 
ness of autism. 

In 1996, Jeff wrote a book 
called A Raging Silence. The 
book is about his life growing 
up with autism. Since he 
wrote the book, Jeff has been 
traveling across Ontario to 
share his story. 

Beverly said her son will 
continue to face obstacles 
during the course of his life 
because he has autism. 

“He still has to live with AS. 
It’s difficult because people 
have expectations.” 

What Beverly wants most 
for her son is for people to 
become more knowledge¬ 
able about autism. 

“Say for example if we go 
out to eat, it takes a few min¬ 
utes for Jeff to get his thoughts 
together and decide what he 

Sometimes, Beverly said, 


the waitress might become 
impatient with Jeff because 
he can’t form his thoughts as 
quick as she would like. 

"We find more times than 
not, people can be cruel,” 
Beverly said. 

Jeff wasn't the only one 
who faced difficulty during 
his childhood—his siblings 
also felt the impact of Jeff’s 
condition. 

"If we had a diagnosis, it 
would not have damaged the 
other children as we were 
constantly on the road, going 
to hospitals," Beverly said. 

Beverly and Jeff encourage 
people in Niagara who are 
facing autism to give them a 
call for support or to answer 
any questions. 

“We’d be happy to help in 
anyway we can," Jeff said.

DRUGS AND ALCOHOL 

Unfortunately mixing alcohol with certain types of prescription medications can be 
dangerous. Alcohol can increase the risk of severe CNS depression when taken with 
opioids, benzodiazepines and barbituates. Alcohol can also affect drug metabolism 
(breakdown to active components), or the absorption of some drugs. Chronic alcohol 
intake can also cause problems with certain medications because of the effect it has on 
the liver and specific drug metabolizing enzymes. 

Chronic alcohol use increases acetaminophen (TYLENOL) metabolism increasing its 
conversion to metabolites toxic to the liver. It is always best not to exceed four grams 
of acetaminophen a day, especially if you are a heavy or binge drinker because of the 
damage it can due to your liver. 

Chronic alcohol use along with NSAIDS (Ibuprofen) or aspirin can increase the risk of Gl 
bleeds. However, an occasional drink with NSAID use is not likely an issue. 

If you are a patient on warfarin alcohol can inhibit warfarin metabolism and increase your 
INR. If you change your usual alcohol intake you should have your INR checked. 

Certain antibiotics, and in particular metronidazole, has the potential when mixed with 
alcohol to make people quite ill. When taken to together a patient may experience low 
blood pressure, shortness of breath, facial flushing, and nausea. 

Diabetic patients taking hypoglycemics such as GLYBURIDE or insulin are at risk of severe 
hypoglycemia (low blood sugar) when they drink alcohol. These patients should limit 
alcohol to an occasional single drink. 

Any patient on medication for sleeping should be careful of alcohol consumption because 
of the additive affects of drowsiness and respiratory depression. Patients have been 
known to aspirate their own vomit and die from intoxication. This could be more likely to 
happen if a person mixes alcohol with their sleep medication. 

This same problem could exist when patients mix alcohol and opiates. 

It is always wise to consult your pharmacist or physician if you receive a new prescription 
and intend to have a few alcoholic beverages. Also please notify your physician or 
pharmacist if you are a chronic drinker. Even if you are not planning to drink while taking 
your prescription previous liver damage could affect how well you metabolize your 
medication. This could result in too high, or too low a dose for you.
